By Certain Germs, 
Physician Says 


Crop of Them Hay Come) 
When Pus Spreads 
over the Skin 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D 
We are frequently Interrogated 
aa to how to stop crop* of bolls 
and as to why boils tend so often 
to follow| one another In a succes­ 
sion of aggravating infection* 
The cause of bolls Is one of the 
pus-forming germ^. usually staphy-; 
iococcus. and It is quite possible 
that a special variety of staphylo­ 
coccus must be present on the skin 
to cause the boil. Staphylococci are 
rn th* air everywhere and constant­ 
ly on the akin of the hands, face 
and neck. 
The site of boils is usually in a 
hairy region of the skin, the fore­ 
arm and the neck bein* the most 
frequent habitations 
Undoubtedly 
we must hold the hair follicles me- 
rhanlcally responsible for the for­ 
mation of boils. It is easy to see. 
then, that if a special variety of 
staphylococcus does make an en­ 
trance Into a hair follicle and cause 
i boti, when that boil breaks, the 
pus spread over the surrounding 
kin containing the particular caus- 
ive organism may easily Invade the 
hair follicles in the region and 
real* the ' crop'* of boils. Besides 
his the immunity induced by a boil 
is not very vigorous, and it even 
looks as if instead of creating im­ 
munity, one boll creates a hyper­ 
sensitiveness to others 
Preventing Boils 
To prevent crops of boils, then 
th# simplest and what has been 
proved in practice to be the meet 
successful method, is to prevent the 
pus of one boll from being smeared 
over the surrounding skin
